D1 discbsed a kind of substituted 2-phenyloxyallcy! sulfonamlllde compounds with anti-inflammatory 
activity and the phannaceutical compositions thereof. When A does not exist in the fomnula (I) of claim 1 , ttie 
compound of fomriular (I) is euqal to "2-(4-methyIoxyphenyloxy)-4-nitromethanesulfonanillde" disclosed In D1 
(see, example 14) . When A exists, it is obvious to the sicilled person in the art that the compounds of fomiula (I) 
have the same or similar anti-inflammatory activities as the compound in D1. Therefore, the subject matters of 
Claim 1,8-10 are either lack of novelty or lack of inventive step and do not meet the requriements of PCT Art. 
33(2) and (3). 



Claim 2-3 each refers to the compound of fonnula (I) in which A Is 4-methyI-cyciohexyIamine, arginlne or 
lysine. It was disclosed in D1 (see, column 3. line 1-31) that the compounds of the fonnula were acids when R 
was H, and could fomi salts with appropriate cation Ions. The salts could be those of organic amines, such as 
methyl cyclohexylamine. In D2, It was taught tiiat nImesulide-L-lyslne salt has an Improved solubility, and the 
Improvement could be enhanced by the addition of L-arginlne. There is no data in present application to show 
tiiat the salts claimed in claim 2-3 have any unexpected effect. Claim 4-7 each refers to the mbdures, associated 
compounds, complexed compounds or inclusion compounds of fomiula (I) with povidone, phospholipid or 
cyclodextrin in tiie absence of A. As the povidone, phospholipid and cyclodextrin are the common assistants for 
Improving solubility. It Is obvious to tiie skilled In tiie art to combine them witii the compound of formula (I) witiiout 
any adverse effect According to the above, Claim 2-7 are lack of Inventive step, and do not meet tfie requirement 
of PCT Art. 33(3),
